Mayor Miller explained today, 
following a conference with Birch 


O. Mahaffey, chairman of the May- 
or’s Committee on Unemployment, 
that the proposed $200,000 appro- 
priation for unemployment relief 
would not be available to the com- 
mittee, but would be used to keep 
on the city payroll over the winter 
about 600 men who otherwise 
would be laid off. 

The money will be spent to keep 
at work laborers in the Park, Water 
and Street departments, Mayor Mil- 
“In that way the 
city will be doing its bit toward re- 
lieving unemployment,” the Mayor 
explained. 

In his original announcement of 
the proposed fund, Mayor Miller 
suggested that the money be used 
to provide temporary employment 
at $2 a day for needy men, who 
have lived in the city a year or 
more. He did not specify they 
would be those now on the city 
payroll. 

Although the office of Mayor 
Miller’s Committee on Unemploy- 
ment, in the old Southern Hotel, 
has not been Officially opened, 
more than 200 applications for 
jobs have been received. Few po- 
sitions are now available through 
the committee, it was stated.

Sterling G. Huxtable, superin- 


tendent of a dredging company 
working in Lake Park, East St. 
Louis, was shot and killed last 
night by William Reardon, a for- 
mer convict, in a quarrel over 
Huxtable’s wife. 

Reardon surrendered to East St. 
Louis police at 8:30 o’clock, a half 
hour after the killing. Fourteen 
hours later Chief of Police James 
Leahy and Chief of Detectives 
George Byrnes said they were still 
“too busy” to question Reardon, 
Mrs. Huxtabk or Reardon's sister. 
The two women are being held as 
witnesses. 

Says He Fired in Self-Defense. 

Shortly before noon, however, 


they permitted Reardon to make a 


statement. He said he fired in 
self-defense, asserted Huxtable also 
was armed and explained he did 
not know whether the dredging 
superintendent fired at him. Rear- 
don refused to discuss the case fur- 
ther. 

Huxtable, who had been given a 
special policeman’s commission by 
the East St. Louis Park Board, so 
that he could carry firearms ani 
preserve order at the dredging 
project, arrested Reardon and Mrs. 
Huxtable Nov. 10 and _  0»placed 
charges against them which he 
later withdrew. 

He had taken his wife to the 
home of Miss Lena Reardon, 22 
North Eighth street, East St. Louis, 
last night, to return a ring Reardon 
had given Mrs. Huxtable, when the 
altercation started. 

Mrs, Huxtable’s Statement. 

Mrs. Huxtable told reporters she 
had left her husband prior to Nov. 
10. ! 
‘“‘After he arrested me,” she con- 
tinued, “I went back to him on 
I told him 
I would leave him later, when they 
had grown up. 

“I was afraid of him, because he 
had been carrying a revolver. Last 


Sunday when we were out riding he 


pulled it out of his pocket and fired 
He reloaded it yester- 
day and then he told me I] had to 


give Reardon's ring back. 


“We had been at the Reardon 


'house about 10 minutes, when the 
'men went outside. 


There had been 
I heard 
That’s ali 


no quarrel of any kind. 
shouting and then shots. 
I know about it.’’ 

Beside Huxtable’s body, police 
found a revolver with one empty 
shell. It did not appear to have 
been fired recently, they asserted. 
Reardon. upon surrendering, turned 
Over to police his revolver, which 
contained five discharged shells 
and one loaded cartridge. 

Huxtable was 34 years old and 
lived in Minneapolis, Minn., where 
he was employed by the Minneap- 
olis Dredging-Co., which sent him 
to East St. Louis for the Lake Park 
project. His wife, Mrs. Mildred 
Huxtable, is 28. They have two 
children, aged 13 and 12 years. 

Reardon, 31 years old, is a truck 
driver. Convicted in 1922 of rob- 
bery while armed, he was sen- 


tenced to serve from three to 20 /| 


years in prison. After three and 
one-half years he was paroled and 
was discharged from his parole last 
July.

Although counsel hoped to com- 
plete the jury panel by afternoon, 
it was not expected tnat testimony 
would begin until tomorrow.

Debate Morals of Pictures 


The Rev. G. M. Gibson of Webster Gcoves| 


Assails “Minimum Level of Taste” 
Proclaimed by Adversary. 


An emissary of good will from 
the Hollywood motion pictures stu- 
dios, preaching the ‘moral benefits 
of the movies, and a St. Louis cler- 
gyman, who held that the movies 
of today were no cleaner than they 
ever had been, provided an Inter- 
esting hour for 200 or more club- 
women in Vandervoort’s auditori- 
um today. 

Dr. Clinton A. Wunder, manag- 
ing director of the Academy of Mo- 


tion Picture Arts and Sciences, an 
organization devoted to “creating a 
better understanding between em- 
ployes and employers, public and 
producers,’ dwelt on the theme 
that the public usually gets what 
it wants in picture entertainment 
and that community leaders should 
seek to develop higher levels of 
taste. 

His glowing description of the 
new ‘‘production code” adopted by 
producers to “défine the minimum 
levels of taste” for pictures they 
produce, nroused the indignation of 
the Rev. George M. Gibson, pastor 
of Webster Groves Congregational 
recalled a similar 
code of 13 points adopted in 1908. 

Dr. Gibson accused the producers 
of bad faith in their plea for the 
co-operation of community leaders, 
»pointed to the block system by 
which exhibitors are required to 
take all of a producer's output, and 
read from a newspaper the adver- 
tisements for current films to 
show the method used in the 
“presentation of ‘sin with allure- 
ments.’’ 

Opposed to censorship, Dr. Gib- 
son said the picture industry was 
moving into the path of external 


control.

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FRMS, REFUSED 
~TOSAL TO HIM 


Employe of Co-operative 
Says Four East Side Men 
Refused Outright to Deal 
With Him. 


Attorneys for the 47 East Side 
livestock dealers, accused of boy- 


cotting two co-operative concerns 
sponsored by the Federal Farm 
Board, today continued the en- 
deavor to show facts about the co- 
operatives, and their affiliated con- 
cerns, which would serve as a jus- 
tification for refusal to deal with 
them. The hearing, now in the 
eleventh day, is being held in-.Ainad 
Temple, East St. Louis, before Ex- 
aminer J. B. Horigan, a member 
of the Department of Agriculture 
legal staff. 

Fred Dunham, hog sorter for 
the National Order Buying Co., one 
of the 18 marketing agencies af- 
filiated with the Farm Board’s co- 
operatives, testified for the Gov- 
ernment as to the refusal of 11 of 
the East Side dealers to sell to 
him. He said four of the dealers 
refused outright, and that the oth- 
ers put him off on various pre- 
texts. 

Dunham was formerly employed 
by the old-line firm of Potts, 
Walker & Watkins, which went 
out of business after the National 
Order Buying Co. entered the field. 
The three members of the firm 
went to work for the National Or- 
der Buying Co., but Murray Wat- 
kins and Russell Walker have quit 
the National, Wallace Potts still 
remaining as manager of the St. 
Louis branch. 

Afraid of Losing Business. 

Cross-questioning Dunham, At- 
torney W. M. Borders Jr., for the 
defense, got his statement that the 
members of the firm had been “a 
little bit scared” by the prospect 
that the National Order Buying 
Co., affiliated with the St. Louis 
Producers’ Livestock Commission 
Co. and with the co-operatives, 
would take business .away from 
them. He said he had heard the 
members of the firm discuss the 
probable effect on their business. 

Borders referred to Potts’ testi- 
mony that he received $10,000 a 
year in his present position with 
the National Order Buying Co. and 
that Watkins got $7500 and Walker 
$5400 a year while they were with 
the National. The attorney said he 
could prove that the three were 
carried on the books of the Na- 
tional Order Buying Co., at its 
headquarters in Columbus, O., at a 
higher salary than that named— 
$500 a month more in Potts’ case, 
he said. He said that if this were 
shown, his clients would have been 
justified in their refusal to deal 
with the company. 

Examiner Horigan ruled against 
testimony on this point, but Bor- 
ders suggested that witnesses might 
wish to change their previous 
statements. F. G, Ketner, manager 
of the National Order Buying Co. 
at Columbus, who testified for sev- 
eral days, was asked if he wished to 
change his statements as to the sal- 
aries paid. 

‘Not a Cent for Good Will.” 

“Not a cent was paid by the Na- 
tional Order Buying Co. for the 
good will and business of Potts, 
Walker & Watkins,” kKetner re- 
plied. ‘‘The former members of the 
firm have received no more than 
the salaries testified to.” Borders 
said he knew they had not received 
more, but said he still wished to 
show who did get the amount 
which, he declared, was shown on 
the company’s books as due to 
them. 

‘ Potts, testifying yesterday, was 


questioned at length by Borders, 
who tried to get him to say that it 
had been represented to him and 
his associates that the National Or- 
der Buying Co. and the Producers’ 
Livestock Commission Co. were to 
get al! the local- business within a 
few years. 

Potts would not go that far. He 
said he believed that the National 
company would be successful, and 
had been told that his salary would 
be increased in proportion to the 
increase of the company’s business. 
Dealers First Filed Complaint. 
Potts testified he first learned 
that plans for the present inquiry 
were under way last Oct. 1 when 
he and other officials.of the Na- 
tional and Producers’ companies 
held a conference with C. FE. Miles, 
the Government counsel at the 
hearing, in the Robert E. Lee Ho- 
tel in St. Louis, 

That, Attorney Borders pointed 
out, was a week after the St. Louis 
Livestock Exchange filed a com- 
plaint against the two companies 
with the Department of Agricul- 
ture, charging them with illegal 
marketing practices.

285 FEET LONG, IS TESTED 


The Ettore Fieramosca Has Fight

ROME, Nov. 18.—lItaly’s largest 
submarine, the Ettore Fieramosca. 
began trials yesterday in Taranto 
Bay under command of Capt. Giu- 
seppe Cecchini. 

Plans for the submarine were 
drawn by Gen. Curio Bernadis of 
the royal naval engineering corps. 
Italians contend the vedsel is the 
most powerful undersea craft ever 
built anywhere. It is 87 meters 
long (285 feet), has a displacement 
of 1500 tons on the surface and 
1800 tons immersed. It is armed 
with eight torpedo tubes and one 
120-centimeter gun. 

Two engines of 3000 horsepower 
each enable the submarine to do ‘19 
nautical miles an hour. During im- 
mersion propulsion is supplied by 
two electric engines of 1000 horse. 
power each, with which an under- 
water speed of 10 miles an hour 
can be attained. 

The vessel is for service in the 
Mediterranean.

der Legge, chairman of the Fed- 
eral Farm Board, told the Ameri- 
can Acceptance Council last night 
his organization was only doing 
what Congress created it to do. 

Asserting that only through or- 
ganization can the American farm- 
.ers find prosperity, Legge struck 
sharply at critics who say the Farm 
Board is putting “the Government 
in business;” and aimed a blow at 
those who object because Govern- 
ment money is lent to aid’ “the 
agricultural producer in carrying 
through the marketing of . the 
product of his own toil.” 

“A peculiar feature of this hue 
and cry,” Legge said, “is that those 
who holler the loudest are far from 
being heavy taxpayers, and in jus- 
tice to the heavy taxpayers of the 
nation it must be said that they 
have offered little objection to ef- 
forts being made to improve the 
agricultural sjtuation. 

“One might go further and ac- 
cuse many of these fellows who are 
making the loudest noise of being 


tax dodgers, at least so far ‘as 
state and local taxes are concerned, 
since carrying on a business of 
trading in a commodity on a per- 
centage basis, or speculating on it, 
doesn’t require fixed assets or tan- 
gible property.” 
Part of Government. 

Legge reviewed “fhe troubles of 
American agriculture, saying the 
first effort to remedy them was 
made through the tariff bill of 
1816. He said the problem had 
become particularly acute since the 
World War, with the world facing 
tremendous debts, high taxes and 
high wages.

While the reproduction theory of valuation laid 
down by the United States Supreme Court in the St.

But though the number, tonnage and caliber of guns 
be stipulated the substance of the agreement will be 
shattered, it is claimed, if the United States assumes 
to be free to spend of its resources and its genius in 
advancing the quality of its craft, with the sky as 
the limit. That is the position we have taken and 
that is the policy we intend to pursue, if so it pleases 
us, in the declaration of Ambassador Gibson. 

The attitude may be justified, according to the let- 
ter of the law, but not according \to the spirit. Nor 
can it be argued in good conscience that a budgetary 
compact is impracticable. If expenditures cannot be 
regulated, if the Amount of money the nations may 
severally spend on their military establishments can- 
not be fixed, then the project of armament limitation 
is an exploded dream. 
In the long view of the Washington and London 
conferences there was, to be sure, the vision of FA 
nobler world, of mutual trust and amity and peace, 
but the immediate objective was to cut down mili- 
tary expenditures, take the warrior off the back of 
the civilian, turn capital into useful production. 
Manifestly no such results can be had, or rationally 
hoped for, if the nations must keep hands off of one 
another’s budgets. If eaoh nation demands and ex- 
ercises the right to make appropriations for military 
accounts regardless of the wishes, interests and ca- 
pacity of other nations, disarmament diplomacy is 
for the time being adjourned.

It was estimated by Wade H. Ellis of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association’s Crime Commission that the 
United States averages 12.000 murders a year, and 
that the murder rate has increased 350 per cent since 
1900. We have 50 times as much murder as in 
Great Britain, where murderers are swiftly tried and 
severely punished. 

Chicago's murders are widely advertised. Many of 
them emahate from gang ‘wars, which lend them- 
selves easily to dramatization. But the remainder of 
the country suffers from the same disease. 

It is a disease that can be cured, or at least pal- 
liated, whenever we acquire the necessary sumption 
to do it. Missouri tried to apply corrective measures 
two years ago, when a sheaf of bills modernising our 
antique legal procedure was introduced in the Leg- 
islature.

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U. S. Business Relations With Russia 


Soviet buys heavily from this country in developing five-year plan; our sales for first 
half of year, $73,232,000; to continue buying, Russia needs money, and she can 
get this only from exports; if we place embargo on her goods, this.trade will be 
lost; as nation’s chief foreign source of supply, U. S. is vitally concerned. 


HE UNITED STATES is playing a ma- 

jor part in the reconstruction of Russia. 

The American system of technica} in- 
dustrial production is the model for the 
Russians. -They are drawing actually more 
help from the United States than from any 
other country. It is an. odd situation, for 
American public sentiment is not sympa- 
thetic with the Soviet aims and purposes. 
American political recognition of the Soviet 
Government is a long way off. American 
philosophy of individualism is wholly con- 
trary to the Soviet philosophy of commun- 
ism. Practical business relations develop 
despite theoretical conflicts of sentiment. 

In one sense the United States is the 
greatest immediate beneficiary among non- 
Russian nations of the Soviet five-year de- 
velopinent program. Russia's purchases 
from the United States exceed those from 
any other single nation. The question is 
now arising as to whether the Untied States 
is not aiding in the development of a new 
Russian industrialism which later will be- 
come a great competitor of American in- 
dustrialism. 

. * 

It is a question to which there is no clear 
answer. One view ig that Anierica, for the 
Sake of a few millions of dollars of immie- 
diate business, is running the risk of losing 
business to a powerful Russian com- 
petitor in the future. A contrary view is 
that America, by selling relatively small 
quantities of her goods and talents now. is 
helping to create a great new consuming 
ceuntry whose future purchasing power will 
so far exceed her own production power 
that America, along with all other coun- 
triés, will benefit. 

Look at the ficures of actual sales. For 
the calendar year 1929, American sales to 
the Soviet Government were $81,500,000. 
For the first six months of 1930, sales were 
$73,232,090, at a greatly increasing rate. 
See what Russia bought in 1929- Raw cot- 
ton for her textile industry, $29,492,000; 
wheel tractors for her farms, $11,410,000; 
refined copper for her electric power in- 
dustry, $3,316,000; ofl well and oil refinery 
machinery to develop her tremendous pe- 
troleum resources, $2,500,000: tractor parts 
and accessories to keep the American ma- 
chines in running order until she can pro- 
duce ‘tractors of her own, $2,493,000: con- 
struction machinery, $1,707,000; gui resin. 
‘$1,646,000; automobile Passenger cars, 
which she expects later to maxe for herse! t. 
$1,345,000: mining and quarrying ma- 
chinery to develop her mineral resources, 
$1,615,000; motor trucks, busses and citas- 
sis, $1,000,000. 

Each of these classes of purchases has 
meant orders for American concerns. Buch 
of these concerns has become the focal 
point for interest in the question of wheth- 
er sales to Russia cannot be increased fm. 
measurably in the future, considering Rus- 
sia’s great needs. Thus arises the acute in- 
terest in Russia, which is obviously out of 
proportion to actual sales to Russia.” For 
perspective, consider that im 1929. when 
American sales to Russia were $31,500,000, 
sales to Canada were $948,000,000: to the

These figures almost demonstrate statisti- 
caily either that American trade intercst in 
Russia is exaggerated, or that it is based 
on future possibilities.

To succeed with the five-year plan, Rus- 
sia must contimue to buy certain machinery 
and materials outside her own borders. To 
buy these she needs cash. To get cash, she 
must sell abroad what she has to sell. To 
the United States in 1929 she sold man- 
ganese ore, $5,452,000, which the steel in- 
dustry was glad to get: undres#ed furs, 3$4,- 
009,000, which played no great part in our 
national economy: casiggs for our sausages. 
$2,823.000; and relatively small but still 
disturbing quantities of lumber. pulpwood, 
anthracite coal ang matches. The disturb- 
ing influence from, fumber, coal and 
matches arises from fears of future in- 
creases rather than from actual immediate 
menace, Russian wheat has not been im- 
ported to the United States, but has been 
sold in other countries, and has affected 
world market prices which in turn deter- 
mine largely American domestic prices. 

The cash which ‘the Soviet Government 
receives for these exported commodities has 
been used to pay for purchases abroad, in- 
cluding those from the United States. Were 
it not for Soviet exports, the Sovict could 
not iraport. In foreign trade the Sovict 
works on a hand-to-mouth basis. The need 
for cash from month to month is so press- 
ing that‘ exportable comrnoditi«s samat be 
sold when they arrive at the foreign port, at 
the highest price obtainable, but practical- 
ly,at the buycr’s price. Thus arises the 
characterization of sales as “dumping.”

England now fears competition of Russian 
coal. Canada fears Russian pu'pwood and 
coal, and has placed an embargo against 
Russian coal. The United States fears Hus- 
sian lumber, coal, wheat and oiler corm- 
modities. Embargoes against imports from 
Russia-are discussed, and will be a great 
issue before the American Congress within 
a few months, for it will be tlaimied that 
certain Soviet exported commodities, such 
as lumber, are produced by “convict la- 
bor.” Russian “convicts” are not tiécéssari- 
ly criminals, but may be members of* the 
“intelligentsia” classes who have been put 
away from ordinary society because they 
did not go along with the communist ideas. 

Whatever may be the outcome of these 
controversies, it still remains a fact that if 
Russia's exports are cut down, her imports 
will be cut down. If the United States 
wants to sell to Russia, then the United 
States may not use Its influence to prevent - 

abroad.

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CHURCH COMMISSION 


Board of 16 Appointed Follow- 
ing Rejection by Parliament 
of Revised Prayer Book. 


By the Associated Press, 

LONDON, Nov. 18.—vViscount 
Cecil of Chelwood, who has al- 
ways taken keen interest in church 
affairs, has been made chairman 
of a commission inquiring into re- 
lations between church and state 
in Great Britain. 

The personnel of this commis- 
sion, numbering 16, was announced 
in the church assembly yesterday 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Its appointment follows upon the 
double rejection by Parliament of 
measures for revision of the Book 
of Common Prayer. 

Objections were raised in the as- 
sembly that the commission did 
not include any of those who had 
opposed the revised book in Par- 
liaament, but a motion to this ef- 
fect was defeated by a large ma- 
jority. 

The church assembly had ap- 
proved the measures for revision 
of the prayer book before they 
were defeated in succession by the 
House of Commons. 

Others Named to Commission. 

The commission also wil]  in- 
clude the Archbishop of York, the 
Rt. Rev. George Bell, Bishop of 
Chichester; the Rt. Rev. Henry 
Herbert Williams, Bishop of Car- 
lisle; the Earl of Selborne, noted 
layman; the Rev. Vernon Faithful 
Storr, Canon of Westminster; Vis- 
countess Bridgeman, and Sir Lew- 
is Dieden, Vicar General of the 
Province of Canterbury. 

The Bishop of Norwich, the Rt. 
Rev. Bertram Pollock, one of 
those prominent in opposing the 
new prayer book when it was be- 
fore Parliament criticised the com- 
position of the commission because 
he found on it no representation 
of the book’s parliamentary oppo- 
nents. 

Opposed By Lord Brentford. 

The same objection was raised 
by Lord Brentford, the former Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks, who had 
been one of the revised book's 


most fervid parliamentary oppo- 


nents. He declared the names of 
the commission caused him to 
shudder. He did not criticise 


them personally, he said, but be- 
cause none of the proposed mem- 
bers would express the mind of the 
laity as it was expressed by Par- 
liament. 

The Archbishop of York said he 
saw no reason why Parllament as 
such should be represented in the 
commission. The Bishop of Nor- 
wich moved an amendment for in- 
clusion of some of those who had 
voted against the new book in 


Parliament, but this was lost by a | 
luncheon.

MOSLEM LEADER 
SAYS BRITAIN HAS 
SLEEPING SICKNESS 
Continued From Page One, 


to voice Moslem and Hindu differ- 
ences before the conference. He 
warned the British Govcrnment 
that the Indian situation was grave 
and called for immediate solution. 
Great Britain, he said, was the 
victim of sleeping sickness in her 
relations “with India. —- Meanwhile 
India went on advancing under the 
influence of Western education. 

He said that a Federal system 
Government alone svited Intia’s 
needs. Then he voiced the Mosicm 
demand that in the’ constitutional 
and administrative evolution of In- 
dia, 71,000,000 Moslems “must 
have their legitimate share both in 
the provincial and in the Central 
Government.” 

Clashes With Lord Peel. 

The first clash of passions at the 
conference took place today be- 
tween Lord William Peel, former 
Secretary for India in the Con- 
servative government and an In- 
dian delegate. 

“Absolutely bogus! absolutely bo- 
gus!” exclaimed the Indian when 
Lord Peel referred to the proposed 
introduction of full  self-govern- 
ment in the Indian provinces. 

“I will come presently to the 
question of whether it is bogus,” 
said Lord Peel with formal dig- 
nity. 

Lord Peel then continued with- 
out interruption although his re- 
marks were critical of India and 
of passages of the Indian dele- 
gates’ addresses at the round ta- 
ble yesterday and today. 

Referring to an Indian statement 
that a very small number of Brit- 
ish controlied-Indian affairs both 
in Great Britain and in India, Lord 
Peel said: “‘Do not let any man go 
away from this assembly with the 
impression that thé interest. in In- 
dian affairs is confined to half a 
dozen men in Parliament or in the 
civil service.” 

Lord Peel, who represents the 
most conservative of British opin- 
ion, talked about Mahatma Gand- 
hi's non-co-operative. movement 
and the influence it had on the 
Conservative party in Great Brit- 
ain. 

Referring to the Gandhi follow- 
ers, he said there was a party in 
India which would wrest the gains 
achieved by the delegates to the 
round table conference and use 
them “for furthering their own 
separatist and independent ends.”’ 

The Maharaja of Rewa, youngest 
of the Indian Princes, famous tiger 
shot and at the age & 27 already 
for 12 years ruler of a large cen- 
tral Indian state, told the round ta- 
ble delegates that “‘the state of In- 
dia today is such as to bring tears 
to the eyes of all who love her. I 
am reminded on this occassion,”’ 
he went on, “of the words of the 
great British orator Edmund Burke 
when the fate of another nation 
was in the balance: ‘Magnanimity 
in politics is not seldom the truest 
wisdom, and a great empire and 
little minds go ill together.’ ” 

Committee of 32 Pianned. 

A definite plan looking toward 
federalized India was before thé 
conference today. As soon as the 
present debate is concluded—prob- 
ably on Thursday—there will be es- 
tablished a Federal Relations Com- 
mittee of 32 members under the 
chairmanship of Wedgwood Benn, 
Secretary for India, in the British 
Government. 

This committee will study the 
whole question of Federal Govern- 
ment in India, the relationship of 
the Indian states to British India, 
the relations of the British India 
provinces to the Central Govern- 
ment and the principles to be ap- 
plied in the organization of an all- 
Indian Government. The comnrnit- 
tee will consist of six members

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THE CHANGING HAT LINES

S more leisure at my disposal, I 
&” am going to form a society for 
the Study and Practice of Ways of 
Eating the Pomegranate. 

To my mind, no fruit in all the 
catalog of Pomona can cause 60 
much embarrassment to its human 
consumers. There seems to be no 
way to eat it in public without 
covering one’s self with confusion 
and a juice that looks like gore. 

Even if one is able to mine out 
the garnet seeds, there still re- 
mains the problem of disposing of 
the detritus which is left over after 
chewing. In this effete age, when 
floors are no longer covered with 
friendly rushes and vases are re- 
served for tin blossoms, there is 
little that one can do except to 
choke to death with as much dig- 
nity as possible.

Then, suddenly, panic overtook 
me. “It's too pretty to eat,” I 
murmured, and put it back again. 

Incidentally, a wall-flower who 
loves. music too much to increase 
his popularity by playing the saxo- 
phone and whose thumbs are not 
quite right for card illusions might 
take up eating the pomegranate. It 
could be developed into a parlor 
trick that would spread one’s fame 
abroad, and lead to many interest- 
ing invitations. 

Even when encountered in pri- 
vate, the pomegranate has a way of 
embarrassing one. Two of them are 


sitting up on my kitchen = shelf 
at the present moment. I keep 
postsponing eating them, partly 


because the attack is so difficult, 
and partly because I am intimi- 
dated by their classic history. 

When I realize that Homer spoke 
of them—though I] don't suppose 
he gave any directions about how 
to tackle them in public—and 
and that they were used in the 
secret rites of the goddess Cybele, 
1 feel that they should e ap- 
proached only if one is gowned in 
a flowing robe and a peplum. 

I don't know just what to do. I 
might dress my hair after one of 
the Lysistrata models and  ap- 
proach thern with Delsartian ges- 
tures. Or I might just let them 
stand until nature takes its course 
and they reach a state where they 
wouldn't be recognized even by 
Homer. 

There are other fruits that were 
apparently made to defy civilized 
inan, although several of them are 
not encountered in the temperate 
zone. Discussions on how grace- 
fully to extract the large seed from 
the juicy mango flourish among 
the pith-helmeted exiles in the 
tropics. I knew one gentleman 
who finally gave up all hope of 
manipulating the fruit at the din- 
ner table and thereafter kept his 
supply In the bathroom. 

Dwellers on the Continent are 
more skilled in the surgical treat- 
ment of fruits than residtnts of 
our side of the ocean. To see a 
European pare and eat an apple 
without once touching it by hand 
is enough to make one bow low 
in admiration. 

In Scandinavia the devotion to 
cutlery is remarkable. An Amer- 
ican who has lived in Sweden for 
several years told me that he has 
never learned just how to proceed 
“when confronted witha knife and

T had a circular letter the other 
day from an organization that 
kindly offered to trace my ances- 
try for me.

I know one whe 
told me enthusiastically of @ lovely 
ol}d house, dated 1683, which she 
had just seen in Maryland. A few 
years later she again described the 
house, but remarked in addition 
that it was the former home of 
her ancestors, The adoption had 
probably been achieved so pain- 
lessly that the lady, who was «

ae \zure.

‘Old Corks as Cleaners, 


CORK is an excellent scourer. 
Dipped in kerosene it’ will 
speedily remove rust from 
metals. Dip it in the scouring pow- 
der or rub it over the scouring 
brick and it will put a fine polish 
on steel knives. It is also a good 
medium for applying silver polish, 
and it will often remove stains from 
silver if used just dry. Stubborn 
spots on the windows will yield to 
vigorous rubbing with a dry cork. 
It will quickly remove burnt marks 
on baking dishes if dipped in moist 
salt. Cork moMtened with turpen- 
tine will cleanse hearth tiles. 

In fact, cork is an _ effectual 
cleansing medium and it never 
scratches, but in all cases vigorous 
rubbing is necessary to produce 
successful results. 

Bottles can readily be cleansed 
if finely cut cork is added to warm 
soap water in the bottle and well 
shaken. So keep the large corks

Mary Agnes Hamilton js one of 
those extraordinary people who 
manage to do a great many’ things 
well—and always to have time for 
more. 

Having graduated from Cam- 
bridge, she came to London and 
started her eater as a journalist. 
She wrote novels and political biog- 
raphies. She still writes both; her 
last novel, “Three Against Fate,” is 
well-known in America, as is her 
biography of Ramsay MacDonald. 
She reviewed novels over the ra- 
dio. She was an extremely busy 
young writer. 

When the war broke out, Mrs. 
Hamilton became what she de- 
scribes as a “violent pacifist.” 
She gravitated towards others who 
were of her opinion. It was during 
the war that she entered the polit- 


ical group of which Ramsay Mac- 
Donald and Philip Snowden were 
the chief lights. 

In the elections of 1918 and 1922 
Mrs. Hamilton campaigned for 
Philip Snowden. In 1923 she be- 
came a candidate herself. As she 
put it, “Once you become a candi- 
date, you've got to be elected some 
time.”” And in 1929 she was elect-/
